(Currently Amended) The method of any one of claims 8 through either claim 11 or 12, 
wherein said area of the body is the layer of the skin known as epidermis. 



16. (Currently Amended) The method of any one of claims 8 through either claim 11 or 12, 
wherein said area of the body is the layer of the skin known as dermis. 



17. (Currently Amended) The method of any one of claims 8 through either claim 11 or 12, 
wherein said compound is glucose.
